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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 - 7 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closet prior art references are EP 0 661 897 (Griffith), EP 0 669 773 

(Langmantel), and GB 2 323 745 (Kosuri). 

None of the cited references teach or disclose a message relating to the 

communication status of an existing logical data connection being sent between 

subscriber terminals.
